commodity which they desire to have me investigate, so that I may 
include the same specially in a1 complaint. I would appreciate any 
suggestion as to subjects the people desire investigated in connection 
with the rate question.

WASHINGTON, May 6—Congressman Van Duzer is now gather- 


ing data and preparing a complaint and as soon as the same has re- 
cefved the approval of the commission 
he 
will 
proceed Ho Reno, 
where he will have a complaint signed by the shippers or the Cham- 
ber of Commerce or Reno and bring the same to Washington, and 
formally place the case of the shippers of Reno versus the Southern 
Pacific Railroad Company before the Interstate Commerce Commit-
